The JjuSsd^yfjJA/jiaica, whereon gov- 
wner Eyre *arnu tjfteen jean ago coui- 
ruiltltd the ^discretion o! upholding Bri- 
luh authority by a free use of the hang- 
njsn's riwK, is uut the centre of p-jli- 
ticai iurmuil and agitation of a most sen- 
cm* character. When governor Eyre 
took charge there the colony enjoyed re- 
Bponfcble institutions. After the insur- 
rection tlie island was converted into a 
crovrri colony, which it has since remain- 
ed. Some five years Sir A. Mus^rave, 
the governor who steered British Colum- 
bia Ui'ji confederation, became governor 
of Jamaica, and soon afterwards, in the 
discharge of what he conceived to be his 
duty, he sei zed th e 
forfeijed and" sold her, for mi 
alleged infraction of certain maritime 
laws. - Tlie case was appealed by the 
owners of the barque to tlie Privy Coun- 
cil, which decided that the confisca- 
tion and seizure were illegal and con- 
demned governor Musgrave to rmy the 
damages and costs, which amounted to 
nearly $45,000. The amount was not 
paid by the governor who appealed to the 
.Secretary for the Colonies. The secre- 
tary raid that to cause the ouveriior to 
pay the claim from his own purso would 
be an unusual and unjust proceeding, 
lie therefore agreed that the Imperial 
government would pay one-half the am 
ount if the Colonial legislature 
vote tlie remaining half. The proniulga- I 
tion of this dispatch has caused the com- I 
motion in the colony. In the agitation 
the whole people unite against the gov- i 
ornment, and the indignation of every 
class, creed, and color is poured forth in 
violent speeches at public meetings, which j 
are now held in every township in the 
colony. These demonstrations against 
the government are attended by planters, 
negroes, Creoles, Europeans, freeholders, j 
anil laborers. A public meeting at King- | 
aton City hall on the 2nd of November 
was attended by over .",000 people of all 
colours, creeds, and classes, and the 
speeches were delivered by gentlemen re- 
presentatives of every interest in the 
colony. Lord Kimbcrley ia denounced ill 
consequence of the peremptory orders he 
sent out to the governor to pack the 
/legislative council, in order to pass the 
voio for payment of half of the barque's 
damages and costs by the colony. The 
legislative council began its sittings on 
Tuesday, the 7th Nov. , and the new mem- 
bers who accepted the two official seats 
vacated by Mr. Burke, the Solicitor-Gen- 
oral, and Mr. McGlashan, the Auditor- 
General, took their oaths and thoir seats 
as official members. There was a large 
crowd of spectators present who hissed 
Messrs. Capper and Alexander (the new 
official members) as they took their seats. 
Jn his opening address the governor 
stated thnt he had offered to pay the am- 
ount of tho claim from his private purse; 
but that Lord Kiniberly had decided that 
ho (the governor) was in no wise to blamo 
for the course taken— seizing the barque. 
JJis excellency urged the passage of a bill 
authorizing the payment of the claim. 
The second meeting of tho council was 
held Nov. the 9th, when tho vote for 
£4,192 17s. Otd. , being one-half of the 
anniagua ana costs of tiio pi<..«...,«, »~:t~, 
was proposed by tho Colonial Secretary, 
and seconded by the attorney-general. 
Tho colonial secretary did not say a word 
in support of the vote, as. t ,he committed 
himself to tho opposite viow during the 
debato of tho previous Bession. Tho at- 
torney-general supported tho vote in n 
lengthy speech. Although nil the other 
official members had previously affirmed 
that the colony should not be made to 
pay these costs, still they voted in favor 
thereof. All the '.inofficial members 
voted against tho payment of any part of 
tho costs and damages by the island. 
The speeches of tho unofficial members 
were as violent and pronounced us those 
delivered at the public meetings. They 
declared that the making and passing of 
laws by that council was a mere fiction, 
and one of them went so far as to call 
Mossrs. Capper nud Alexander "dishon- 
orable creatures." Tho government gave 
tho freest and broadest latitude to tlie 
debate. Mr. M. Solomon said that the 
policy of Gladstone's government was to 
tramp] on the weak, while it trembles at 
tho strong. Mr. Solomon warned the 
official members that tho (100,000 united 
inhabitants of the island could . not long 
bo resisted by tho votes of ton, whose 
onlyinterests in the colony were thoir 
salaries. He said that there are some 
vital and fundamental questions on which 
if tho majority are beaten they must try 
other weapons than those of argument. 
Mr. Henderson also warned tho official 
members of tho breakors which were 
abend, and ho implored them to stay 
their hand before guilt had been added 
to injustice. The vote whotl taken stood: 
Official members, 9; unofficial members 6; 
majority for tho vote Ii. The unofficial 
members resigned in a body, and now tho 
agitation has developed into a national 
outcry. Large placards are posted on 
every dead wall fence throughout tho 
city, ridiculing the government, and 
satirical advertisements also appear in the 
daily. newspapers. It is agreed to celu- 
brate the action of the unofficial roombers 
in resigning from tho legislature" in a 
body by a public banquet. Tho memorial 
to the British parliament is receiving an 
enormous number of signatures, and sub- 
scriptions to defray the expense of pre- 
senting it and for counsel to speak from 
the bar of the House of Commons on be- 
half of Jamaica aro coming in rapidly. 
The agitation, at latest advices had taken 
the form of a demand for a return to re- 
presentative institutions, and a memorial 
to that effect has been forwarded to 
Great Britain. The Jamaica agitation 
will remind old-time readers of the com- 
motion which frequently occurred here 
when this a was crown colony.

Missionary Anniversary Sorrioss. 

On Sunday, morning and evening, largo 
congregations assembled at the Metho- 
dist church to listen to sermons preached 
by Rev. Mr. Le Suord of Olympia. The 
rev. gentleman's discourses were plain, 
car fully considered and. eminently practi- 
cal and were thoroughly appreci- 
ated by his hearers. 

Lastevening the anniversary missionary 
meeting was held with his worship the 
Mayor in the chair. Revs. C. Watson, 
Wm. Pollard, Le Suord, Ohappell and 
Boavon occupied seats on tht platform. 
Altera few' introductory reoiai ks of the 
chairman on the benefits accruing from 
missionary effort in general, mid tho 
great good in particular that tho Canada 
Methodist missionary society has accom- 
plished in this province among both nn- 
tives and whites, Rev. C. Watson read 
the society's report? This exhibited a 
gratifying increase on former years in the 
extension of the work and in the receipts. 
The latter in the aggregate amounted to 
very nearly §100,000, an increase of §21,- 
400 over last year. Tho Methodist church 
contribution in Victoria last year was 
about §400 am) of the province something 
over §1000. Aid from tho parent socioty 
last year amounted to nearly S-1000 so 
the .Methodist church in British Colum- 
bia received about §3000 more than was 
contributed . 

Rev. Mr. Chappell dwelt upon the ex- 
tensive fields that were still open for mis- 
sionary effort and tho necessity there is 
that they should be occupied. Commenc- 
ing with Newfoundland he briefly re- 
viewed missionary work across the con- 
tinent to Vancouver Island, and ended 
with an earnest appeal to tho audiiinco 
for greater attention to and sympvlhy for 
missionray work. 

Rev. Mr. Le Suord, tho next speaker 
was received with much applause. Al- 
though not Kolonglng to the Canada 
Mothodisit church, yet he claimed a kind- 
ship with it. lie dwelt with much effect 
on the great work that tho .Methodist 
Episcopal church of the United States has 
and is doing throughout tho world. Con- 
ferences had been established m Africa in 
Mat-way and Sweden, in Italy, two in In- 
dia and othors elsewhere. All those were 
nourishing in a wonderful manner, 
j Numerous missions are also established 
I in Bulgaria, China, Japan and South Am-

JUDGMENT. 

This is an action to recover §02 amount 
of piluUige dues claimed from the defend- 
ant, us commissioner of pilots for tho 
port of Nanainio by the plaintiff fori ser- 
vices in- piloting a vessel into that port. 
Tho amount is small but tho principle in- 
volved is important. Practically it is to 
settle the tenure of office, and the right 
to the enjoyment of tho emoluments and 
privileges attached thereto, secured as it 
is alleged by statue. Legislation as to 
pilotage pertains to tho Dominion parlia- 
ment, and is regulated by ;ifi Vict. C. 54 
passed in. May, 1S73, as amended by 45 
Vic. C. I!'-' passed in May, 1882. 

The plaintiff claims as pilot tinder two 
licenses, the first dated 17th Jan., 1K7I5, 
previous to tho passing of tho act first 
above mentioned, and under tho pilotage 
ordinance of 1870, passed anterior to the 
union of British Columbia with Canada. 
And 2udly, under one dated 1st April, 
1877, given by pilotage authorities under 
the act of the Dominion parliament of 
1873. The first of these licences extend- 
ed throughout and embraced the ports of 
Esquimait, Victoria, Nanainio, Burrard 
Inlet and the navigable- waters of Fuca 
Haro and Rosario Straits; the second 
"throughout pilotage district of British 
Columbia." 

Cu the 26th March, 1882, the plaintiff 
piloted tho steamship ti. W, Elder from 
Sun Juan Island to Departure Bay and 
out and earned thereby §02, which he 
says was received by the defendant for 
him, and which lie refuse to pay over. 

After statement of certain facts anil 
admitting the receipt of the money the 
defondant says ''that the said certificates 
are of no force and effect and Jo not eu- 
eutitle plaintiff' to pilot vessels within tho 
pilotage waters of Nanainio, substantially 
because by legislative enactment the 
pilotage districts over which those certifi- 
cates extended have ceased to exist, that 
"Pilotage ordinance, 1807," becoming in- 
operative by virtue of the act of 187^>, 
and under tho provisions of tho last 
named act by an order in council dated 
5th Muy, 1875, the entire coa3t of Brit- 
ish Coin mbia was made one pilotage dis- 
trict, and by a subsequent order dated 
15th April, 1870, the previous order of 
the 5th May, 1875, was again so far re- 
scinded as to "uxclude from its limits the 
port of Nanainio and other ports in the 
Island of Vancouver with tho exception 
of Victoria and Esquimait," and a separ- 
ate pilotage district was formed for the 
port of Nanaimp, and other ports on the 
Island of Vancouver excepting Victoria 
and Esquimait of which latter district the 
defondant with two other persons, 
Mark Bate, senior, and John Hirst, 
Esq.,- wore iriado the pilotage authorities. 
That they as such pilotage authorities 
made by-laws for the district last named 
which wero approved of by the governor 
in council on the 4th of December, 1879, 
and that plaintiff had roceivod no licence 
from them to act as pilot for tho navi-

After joinder in issue as to tho facts — 
tho plaintiff demurrs to tho statements 
above set forth on tho grounds that pro- 
existing license and rights here expressly 
reserved by section 31 of the Pilotage Act 
of 1873, and thai the orders in council sot 
forth wore made, and came into operation 
nftor tho date and isauo of tho liconses 
held by the plaintiff aud had no er. post 
facto effect. 

The tenure of office is governed by the 
31st ami subsequent sections to the !J9th 
of the Act of 1873, in tho present case tho 
illst and 36th to tho 39th clause bear- 
ing on tho present question. Tho 
31st provides that " every pilot 
who has received a lieenso from a 
duly constituted authority in that behalf 
before tho commencement of this Act may 
retain the same under and subject to the 
provisions of this Act and shall be deem- 
ed to be for all and every tho purposes of 
this Act a pilot licensed by the pilotage 
authority of the district to which his li- 
cense extends." The 36th enacts that 
"Every licensed pilot shall on attaining 
the ago of 05 years produce and deliver 
up his lieenso or branch to tho pilotage 
authority of tho district to which it ex- 
tends — who may grant him a now license 
for ono year, and so from year to year." 
The 89th provides that ''every pilot com- 
pelled to retire under tho provisions of 
this Act on account of ago or bodily in- 
firmity, and every widow, etc. , shall bo or 
entitled to certain pension or assistance," 
etc. And by the 70th section it may be 
observed the grounds on which a license 
may be forfeited or himself suspended or 
dismissed aro specifically sot forth. 

The appointment to office by law car- 
ries with it the right to the emoluments 
and privileges pertaining to the discharge 
of tho duties of the office. In the case of 
pilots it is preceded by a proper examina- 
tion as to tho competency and qualifica- 
tions of tho person appointed, qualifica- 
tions to bo acquired by duo preparation 
and experience, and whon obtained may- 
be regarded ns a statutory right or privi- 
lege— to be divested denante vita only in 
accordance with the Act which defines and 
and creates it. Tho above provisions 
would indicate pormnnoncy of enjoyment 
during good conduct and competency un- 
til 05. 

The 31st section it will be observed 
states that such antecedent license may bo 
retained "subject to the provisions of 
the act." 

By the 17th section the governor in 
council may " fix tho limits of pilotage 
districts," ond constitute pilotage author- 
ities therefor, consisting of not less than 
three nor more than four porsons. And 
tho 18th section defines and limits tho 
general power of such authorities, Amid 
those powers, defined minutely as they 
are, there is not ono for cancelling a pro- 
existing lieenso; but there is ono sub-sec- 
tion to provide for tho compulsory retire- 
ment of pilots after sixty-five yours of 
ago; and there is also a power, sub sec- 
tion 13, to repeal or alter any by-law 
touching any matter enumerated in that 
section in force in the district at tho time 
of the commencement of the act, and to 
make a now by-law in lieu thoroof, en- 
forcablo by precautionary penalties in the 
mode therein pointed out; and by section 
23 all pro-existing by-laws not inconsist- 
ent with tho act tire preserved. 

Now it will be observed that tho alle- 
gation demurred to is not that the de- 
fendant has violated any by-law so made, 
or any regulation under sub-section 7 of 
twetign 18, and in consequence thoroof

act, or a liability to and withdrawal or 
suspension of his certificate, but that the 
pilotage districts having been altered, and 
now pilotage authorities having been 
created for Nanaimo. He had recoivc-d 
no authority from them to act " as a li- 
censed pilot for the pilotago waters .of 
Nanaimo," and his certificate did not 
carry the privileges of a pilot without tho 
pilotage waters uf Nanaimo, because he 
had not applied to the pilotage author- 
ities of Nanaimo, to bo licensed and sub- 
mitted himself to that authority. Is 
there any provision in the act that he 
should do so f If not, and there is none, 
by .-action 31 he retains his license, and 
with it his privileges. It was strongly 
pressed by the counsel for tho defendant 
that if he was not subject to the Nanaimo 
authorities, he was subject to none; bo- 
causo tho previous authorities had been 
abolished. Tho argument i:i plausible, 
but not sound. He is subject to tho Na- 
nainio authorities, for by the 31st section 
" he shall be held and be deemed to bo 
for all and every tho purposes of the act 
a pilot licensed by tho pilotago authority 
of the district to which his license ex- 
tends." And thus by operation of law he 
is so subject, for his license extended to 
that district, and there was no occasion 
for his obtaining mother license. Sta- 
tutes must be so construed ns to attain 
the object intended. 

2ndly — They must not bo so construed 
as to work injustice, if possible to avoid it. 

Duarris on Statutes, edition of 1878 — 
102 et. seq. with tlie notes; and Max well on 
Statutes, as to their retrospective opera- 
tion 190 ot. seq — lay down tho principle 
most distinctly that " nothing but clear 
and express words will givo a retrospec- 
tive effect to tho atatuto, and that how- 
over much the present tense may bo used 
in it, it must bo construed as applying 
only to future matters." 

Rights and privileges acquired under 
tho faith of existing laws aro not to be 
trifled with. It is this characteristic of 
British legislation which has given stabi- 
lity to tho institutions of the country and 
a guarantee that the public faith will bo 
preserved. Tho distinction between ap- 
pointments durante bene plaeito, and 
those under statutes defining the nature 
and extent of oflico may bo traced 
throughout tho whole of tho nvgumont 
and judgment in re Tufsifcl? — vol. 3 L. R. 
Chancery Division 104, A.D. 1870, where 
it was held that a military appointment 
was essentially of tho first class — under 
the constitution — tho Mutiny Act which 
regulates tho service boing itself simply 
an annual Act, negativing any character- 
istic of permanency. Whereas under the 
Pilotago Act of 1873, wo have a distinct 
assurance under certain conditions to tho 
ago of 05, and a concession and limitation 
of powers to tho pilotage authorities en- 
tirely inconsistent with tho tenure duran- 
te bene, plaeito — but as if any doubt that 
such was the construction to be put 
upon tho act of 1873, the amending act of 
1882, c. 32, by section 5, oxpressly legis- 
lates on thi3 point, and authorizos the 
pilotago authority of any district, (except 
the districts of Quobec, Montreal and ist. 
John. iN r . B.) to limit tho period during 
which a license granted after tho passing 
of that act may run; and may also in 
their discretion cancel any license to a pi- 
lot granted before tho passing of that act, 
and substitute for it a license limited and 
renewable as aforesaid, allowing the form 
of the lieenso to suit the circumstances. 
Hero again it will be perceived that ft 
substituted lieenso is provided — not a de- 
I privation, but a modification — whether 
j tho policy of placing tho trado 
and commerce of tho country and on 
navigable waters in B, C. under tho con- 
trol of separate local boards, fostering 
sectional and local joalousiea, arid re- 
quiring changes of pilots, for each con- 
tiguous district of 20 or 30 miles be wise 
or not, is for tho parliament of Canada to 
determine. It is sufficient to say that up 
lothis tinio it has legislated in accord witn 
thu traditional policy of tho country, and 
in making chango prosorvod pre existing 
rights and tho public faith. 
Tho demurrer is allowed.
